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LAND-GRABBERS AT WORK.

Everybody supposed tlint the once- 
projected land swindle of tlie Los Pri­ 
etos y Najalyepua, or Jose Dominguez 
grant, near Santa Hnrhara, which a 
party of unprincipled land-speculators 
tried to force through Congress and 
tiie Land Office a few years ago, was 
dead and buried; but there are indica­ 
tions that the snake was only scotched 
and that the swindle is again to lift 
its head. In this business there are 
certain manipulations by the United 
States Surveyor-General’s otllce which 
Gen. Stratton must not lose time in 
rising 10 explain. As they stand now 
they have an ugly look, and do not re­ 
dound to tlie credit of an office which, 
to say the least, is not exactly like 
('¡esar's wife, nor lias been. 
THE HISTORY OF THE CASE. 
Jose Dominguez was an old native 
Californian, who was born in the last 
century near what is now known as 
Santa Barbara. In 1845, he being 
then quite an old man, petitioned Bio 
Pico, the Mexican Governor, for a 
grant of lands near Santa Barbara, 
under the Mexican colonization laws 
of 1S24. A few months afterward the 
grant was made, subject to several 
conditions, which the old man par­ 
tially fulfilled, the change of Govern­ 
ment from Mexican to United States, 
having, it is supposed, interfered with 
them. One of these unfulfilled con­ 
ditions was that the land should bo 
accurately surveyed and the number 
of square leagues it contained sent to 
the City of Mexico, that a patent 
might issue. Nothing further was 
done upon the grant until 1856, eleven 
years after. Meantime, old Jose Do­ 
minguez’s cattle and horses ran wild 
over it, though the exact limits were 
never defined. 
“ CHEAP AS DIRT.” 
On the 17th of April, 1850, Domin­ 
guez, who was an ignorant man, un­ 
able to read or write even in his own 
language, sold out his entire interest 
in the grant for one dollar. Why he 
should have done this is not apparent, 
unless it was that he was led to be­ 
lieve by certain interested parties that 
the grant was utterly valueless and 
liable to ruin him in the way of taxa­ 
tion. At any rate he solu it, and 
his interest in the grant ceased for­ 
ever. Thomas Cevasco was the pur­ 
chaser. He, in turn, sold the claim 
to another native, a few months after­ 
wards for a like consideration—one 
dollar. By this time, however, a few 
Yankees had began to get into that 
section, and to their shrewd wits it 
soon became apparent that the grant 
was worth something. A man named 
Charles E. Huse bought it of the last 
owner on December 1, 1864, for $100, 
and he, in turn, conveyed it to the 
railway king of Pennsylvania, Thos. 
A. Scott, and others, in the March 
following lor the consideration of 
$ 1,000. 
PULI.ING THE FIRST W IRE. 
And now the cause of the great rise 
in what was always considered a 
worthless grant looked out. 
The land was supposed to lie to the 
north of Santa Barbara, northward of 
the range of mountains by that name, 
but south of the San Rafael moun­ 
tains. It was worthless except for 
grazing, but the speculators cared 
nothing for that. As there never had 
been any survey of it, they hoped so to 
re-locato its lines as to bring it within 
a valuable arable section, withou ref­ 
erence to whose interests it might in­ 
fringe. The first thing to be done 
was to have tne old Mexican grant 
confirmed by the United States Gov­ 
ernment. On the 6th of March, 1866, 
Senator Conness presented to the 
United States Senate a memorial, or 
what purported to be such, from Do­ 
minguez, praying that he be confirmed 
in the old grant. 
The memoralist 
showed that he was seventy years of 
age; that he was born on the land, 
and had always lived upon it; that his 
father and mother resided here for 
more than sixty years up to the time 
' vlr 
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the old Mexican had its effect. Sena­ 
tor Conness introduced a bill, and the 
same day.it was passed, directing the 
Surveyor-General to proeeed and sur­ 
vey the lands in accordance with the 
original title papers on file in his of­ 
fice. The bill thus confirmed the 
grant to Dominguez and his assign* 
forever. Tire matter hung fire in the 
House, and there was an evident dis­ 
inclination to back up what the Sen­ 
ate had done. To reassure the doubt­ 
ing minds Levi Parsons sat down and 
wrote a pathetic letter to a member, 
of which the following is an extract:

I was In the county of Santa Ral bara last 
September, and visited the runcho in ques­ 
tion, as a matter of curiosity, to see « large 
grape-vine growing on It, and said to be the 
second largest in the world. I measured It 
myself, .mil found it covered a superficial 
aiea of over H.otio feet. This single vine is 
about the sole product of the entire rancho, 
the lands being very hilly and scnil-moun- 
tninous in their character. I found the mother 
of the petitioner and the entire family of chil­ 
dren, grand-chlldren and gieat grnml-ehil- 
li.en, most of them lying Idly under this cele­ 
brated vine, the sale of-grapes from it being 
about their only support; last year the pro­ 
duct of this single vine being about six tons 
of grapes, as they told me. The old lady died 
Inst Full upon tne property, at the age of 109 
years, she ami her husband having lived un­ 
disturbed on this property for upward of sixty 
years. The vine was planted bv t lie old lad v 
some fifty years ago. I found tire family very 
poor and onjqyingthe respect ofall parties in 
the county. 1 visited the family in company 
with Mr. Sparks, an American, who hail 
lived in the county since is, ¡2. He verified the 
correctness of ail the statements of the fam­ 
ily, and front what Isaw myself and what was 
told me by very respectable citizens of the 
county, I have no doubt of the truthfulness of 
all of the statements of Jose Dominguez in 
his petition. In my Judgment, there cannot 
be presented a case calling more for lhe equi­ 
table Interposition of the Government to pro­ 
tect the grant of the former Government to 
the family than this, and I earnestly nsl: that 
yon will examine the papers and make an 
effort in their behalf. 
l.K VI P.VRSOXS. 
TIIE BILL BECOMES A LAW. 
Upon the strength of this and other 
representations, the House of Repre­ 
sentatives passed the Senate bill, and 
on the 12th of June, 1866, it became a 
law. The next tiling to he done was 
to have tiie tract surveyed. Upson 
was then Surveyor-General. On the 
25th of April, 1867, lie sent George II. 
Thompson, a deputy surveyor, for tiie 
survey of the Dominguez claim. What 
was accomplished is best explained 
by an extract from his report, dated 
September 18, 1868. He says: 
I furnished Mr. Thompson with a traced 
copy of the original papers on file in t lie Mex­ 
ican archives, as bis guide in executing said 
survey. Deputy Thompson reported that the 
calls were so uncertain and vague that lie 
found it difficult to m ake a survey. 
The grantees of the claim, through their at­ 
torney, K. J. Pringle, then offered to prove Ju­ 
dicial possession by affidavits covering the ex­ 
tent of the present survey: hut I declined to 
receive any evidence except that mentioned 
in the Act of Congress as governing mv action 
in the matter. 
They then requested that a survey should 
be made according to their views and at their 
own risk. In order to bring the matter before 
this office for examination, I so Instructed tiie 
deputy. Mr. Thompson returned a survey 
comprising an etxein of 208,721 3'MOoO aeres, as 
the tract claimed by the grantees of Domin­ 
guez under sain Act of Congress. 
The location and area of this survey did not 
meet my views as to ttie construction of said 
Act, for the following reasons: 
1. The original evidence of title shows that 
(lie grant was one underthc colonization laws 
of Mexico, and could not therefore exceed the 
quantity of eleven square leagues. 
2. T heextentof said tract under said title, 
as far as I am able to judge, was simply a long 
narrow valley, situate between two ranges of 
mountains, and bounded by (be Arroya de la 
Carpenteria in tlio east, and the Paraje de los 
Prietos in the west, and about three leagues 
in extent, according to tlie sculo.on the map. 
L. Upson, 
U. S. Surveyor-General. 
This survey, made at the instance of 
the claimants, it will he seen, took in 
over 208,000 acres, nearly ten times as 
mueli as poor old Dominguez ever 
thought of asking the Mexican Gov­ 
ernment for; and not only this, but 
changed its location so as to take in 
some of the choicest improved lands 
on the outskirts of Santa Barbara.

He confidently relied up­ 
on the title given him by the Mexican 
Government as good and valid,and was 
told it would be upheld by the treaty 
of Guadalupe Hidalgo, made between 
the United States ana Mexico; but 
was informed that his title ought to 
be submitted to the authorities of the 
United States for recognition, where­ 
upon lie prayed that he might be per­ 
mitted to prove title, etc., etc.

Show Your Diplomas. 


Why should doctors, physicist», 
medical students, 
be permitted to 
practice medicine without the written 
evidence of their right to kill or cure 
the human family? 
A pilot must 
have his commission before lie can 
guide vessels in and out of a port; a 
steamer must havo the boiler inspect­ 
or’s certificate or she cannot raise 
steam; when W e lls , F a r g o & Co. 
appoint an agent they give him a 
commission and require him to k e e p 
it in full view of all. Even the keeper 
of a grocery store must take o u t a 
license. W hy should a class of men 
who handle human life as a boy his 
top or a sailor a marl in-spike, have 
permission to cut, carve and physic 
with unskillful hands and unlearned 
heads. 
If a lawyer is no lawyer, 
the fact 
manifests 
itself 
at the 
very 
opening 
of 
his 
first case, 
but 
the ignorance and inefficien­ 
cy of the quack doctor does not reach 
the public mind until one or more 
lives have been sacrificed. 
People 
have become more careless of their 
lives than of their property. 
Among 
the army of doctors who practice in 
San Francisco are a large number 
who never had a professional educa­ 
tion and who have not and never had 
a diploma. The code of medical eth­ 
ics says: “A regular medical educa­ 
tion furnishes the only presumptive 
evidence of professional abilities and 
requirements and ought to be the only 
acknowledged right of an individual 
to the exercise and honors of the pro­ 
fession.” The only way in which the 
people may determine the status of a 
physician or inform themselves as to 
his professional education without 
first 
incurring 
the 
danger 
of 
entrusting their 
lives to the ig­ 
norant quack, is through the fact 
that he is a graduate of a medical col­ 
lege and this fact is established by 
the existence of his diploma. The 
Code also says: “ There is no profes­ 
sion, from the members of which 
greater purity of character and a 
higher standard of moral excellence 
are required than the medical.” This 
Is also true, but the requirements are 
too often wanting. Hum an life is 
trifled with, and destroyed by, ignor­ 
ant, uneducated, and in many in­ 
stances unprincipled 
quacks, 
who 
never had a medical or any other kind 
of education, and who on their merit 
could not obtain a diploma for a 
proper dispensation of saffron tea in 
a fouudling hospital. It is time these 
murderers were compelled to suspend 
operations. 
The 
next Legislature 
should enact a law requiring every 
physician to file with the County 
Clerk, of the county in which lie re­ 
sides, a certified copy of his diploma, 
and for failure to do this he should be 
held 
guilty of misdemeanor, 
and 
heavily fined.

A Combination Against the Carlists. 


T h e Kern county Courier, published 
at Bakersfield, in an article on Inyo 
eounfy freight steam wagons, practi­ 
cable routes, etc., puts the following 
language in the mouth of Colonel 
H y d e , of Visalia: “ He w’islies w’ell 
to Los Angeles but thinks sho will 
find the experiment of keeping a trade 
that does not naturally belong to her, 
too costly an experiment. 
He thinks 
thirty or forty miles less of wagoning, 
over a better road, two or three dollars 
less per ton for freight, over the rail­ 
road to San Francisco than it costs 
from San Fernando, and an advance 
of ten days in time, will settle the 
question.” 
Los Angeles, is, of course, 
obliged to the Colonel for his good 
wishes, but begs to differ w*ith him 
on the subject of what does or does not 
naturally belong to her. 
The road 
has been completed to within six 
miles of Visalia, for something over a 
year, yet the Inyo county freight con­ 
tinues to pass through Los Angeles. 
Is it the six miles of branch railroad 
or the Colonel’s steam wagon that is 
to work this wonderful change in the 
freight route? 


T h e steam wagon which was tested 
about Stockton and Sacramento a 
couple of years ago, attracted the at­ 
tention of Colonel H y d e , of Visalia, 
and he, in connection witli O l i v e r 
H y d e , Sr., has constructed two steam 
wagons—one large and one small— 
which he believes will be a great im­ 
provement on the English patent. 
They will soon be tested in plowing 
and ditching several thousand acres of 
swamp land in Tulare county. The 
inventors of these steam road w agons 
believe they have an apparatus that 
will draw heavy loads, over moun­ 
tain roads, and in a short time one of 
the steamers will bo taken to Cerro 
Gordo for the purpose of drawing back 
a train ofw’agons loaded with bullion. 
The Visalia people expect, with the 
aid of steam wagons and I heir branch 
railroad, to turn the Owen’s river 
trade through their town. 


S a n t a C r u z is not happy. She 
thinks Santa Barbara enjoys more and 
greater steamer facilities than herself. 
The steamship companies should re­ 
move her distress at the earliest possi­ 
ble moment. 


George Kurland, a man 
twenty- 
three years of age, a native of Cali­ 
fornia, died at Kernville on the 10th 
instant, through an accident. He fell, 
on the 7th instant, from the tongue of 
a heavy logging truck, one of the 
wheels of which ran over him. He 
lingered in great pain for three days 
and died. 


A p o o r man or woman is found 
dead with a pistol in hand, or an 
empty strychnine vial by their side, 
and the coroner’s jury and the rest of 
world conclude that it is suicide while 
laboring under a fit of depression, oc­ 
casioned by destitution and inability 
to obtain'employment. A young man 
ora young woman slips off this mortal 
coil and leaves a note which tells of 
unrequited love. These classes of sui­ 
cides arc explainable, and the coron­ 
er’s jury finds no difficulty in deter­ 
mining how they died. 
But when 
the millionaire dies by his own hands,

Common Council Proceedings. 


T h u r s d a y , July 30, 1874. 
The Council met at the usual time, 
with the following members present: 
Doekweiler, Gerkens, Hubei, Chavis, 
Beaudry and Workman. Absent: De 
Celis, Valdez, Mascarel and Sabichi. 
The President being absent, Mr. 
Workman was called to the chair. 
The minutes of the previous meet­ 
ing were read and approved. 
The Mayor reported the amounts 
collected during the month for water 
permits, $1,273 75; permits returned, 
$99 50; balance to bo accounted for, 
$1,174 23, 
Ho also reported fines for 


month, collected, $154 50; for sale of 
cemetery lot, $5; total, $159 50. The 
Zanjero reported amount collected and 
paid over to the Treasurer, $1,174 25, 
corresponding with the Mayor’s re­ 
port. Both reports were filed and the 
permits returned and destroyed by or­ 
der of the Council. 
A report from the City Surveyor 
was received upon tlie contract of Mr. 
Dunbar, for building flume in Zanja 
No. 5. 
lie stated that the flumo is 
now completed in a substantial and 
satisfactory manner, and the bill for 
same amounting to $1,105 60, should 
be paid. The report was placed on 
file. On motion, the rules were sus­ 
pended and bill ordered paid at once. 
A report was received from the City 
Surveyor, recommending a change 
of grades in streets along which the 
street railroad track runs. The rec­ 
ommendations of the report would 
effectually fix the grades of said 
streets at the present level of the 
street-car track. On motion, tlie re­ 
port was referred to the Board of Pub­ 
lic Works. 
A report from the Board of Public 
Works was presented, relative to the 
grading of Temple street, and t lie 
building of a sewer on New High 
street, in accordance with t lie petition 
of Mr. Kimball. They recommended 
that the street lie graded by the city, 
the chain gang being employed there­ 
on, but t hat the building of the sewer 
must lie deferred for the present, as 
there is no other sewer to connect it 
with. On motion, the report was re­ 
ceived and adopted. 
The Committee on Zanjas presented 
the following report: 
To the JTon. the Mayor and Common 
Council of the City of Los Angeles: 
G e n t l e m e n : 
Your Committee on 
Zanjas, to whom was referred the mat­ 
ter of conferring with 
the Com­

of

relative to a site and water power 
for a paper mill, bog leave respectfully 
to report that after examination we 
found a good water power near the 
property of F. Sabichi, Esq., on Lov­ 
er’s Lane in the center of tho “ Y ” 
formed by the railroad track, and 
which seemed satisfactory to the gen­ 
tlemen of the Grange Committee. 
As the parties are not here who de­ 
sire to establish the paper mill, the 
Grange Committee will communicate 
witli them and perhaps induce them 
to come here and establish their works, 
provided the city encourages the en­ 
terprise by giving the parties the 
water power at the place indicated 
above, 
it will be necessary before 
your committee would recommend the 
giving away of sucli a waterpower, 
that the parties wishing to construct 
said mill should go into an agreement 
with the city to expend a specified 
sum of money in the erection of a mill 
and necessary machinery for m anu­ 
facturing. 
All of which is respectfully sub­ 
mitted.

Mr. Quinn, one of the members of 
the Committee of the Grange Council, 
by permission addressed the meeting 
on the subject of a paper mill.

The 
Grange Council has already decided to 
furnish straw for such a mill should 
it be established, free of charge.

The 
amount of the bond was fixed at $500, 
and the ordinance adopted. 
An ordinance was presented pro­ 
viding for sanitary precautions to ho 
observed in the city; also defining tho 
duties of the Health Otlicer, and mak­ 
ing provisions for keeping a record of 
births, deaths, burials, etc. The ordi­ 
nance was referred on motion to the 
Board of Public Health. 
An ordinance was presented provid­ 
ing against the creation of nuisances 
in the city; regulating the construc­ 
tion of privies, cesspools, drains and 
sinks in a manner specified, and di­ 
recting tho removal of tilth and gar­ 
bage which may be exposed in any 
public place. Referred to the Board 
of Public Health. 
A communication from Mr. Tim­ 
othy Sullivan was presented, request­ 
ing* the privilege ol’ grading the 
street in front of his property and 
making other improvements as or­ 
dered. Similar notices were received 
from E. McCarty, H. K. S. O’Mel- 
veney, J. W. Potts, J. II. Blanchard, 
P. Beaudry, Janies Allen, J. D. H un­ 
ter, and Dr. Hobbs. On motion the 
prayers of 
the 
petitioners 
were 
granted. Also the City Surveyor was 
instructed to procure a Docket of City 
Liens in which to record the names of 
property owners thus exempted from 
the city’s contract for doing such 
work, and the names of all property 
owners along streets to be improved. 
Mr. Beaudry moved that the City 
Surveyor proceed at once to make an 
estimate of the cost of improvements 
per running foot on all streets to be 
improved. Carried.

That the City Surveyor be, and 
he is hereby authorized, to charge and collect 
the following fees, to-wit: For all engineering 
work done oil any street ordered graded, m a­ 
cadam ized or improved, when levels and esti­ 
m ates are necessary for such Im provem ents, 
he shall have from each lot ten cents per run­ 
ning foot for the first fifty feel; eight cents per 
running foot for any additional n um b r of 
feet up to one hundred feet; six cents per run­ 
ning loot for any additional num ber of feet 
abo\ e one hundred leet and less than two h un ­ 
dred and flity feet, and four cents per running 
foot for all over two hundred and fifty feet. 
These rates lo be charged to each lot or parcel 
of land fronting on the street where the work 
is done, and to be included in tlie am ounts 
assessed against the property for street Im ­ 
provements. For all engineering on sewers 
he shall receive two and one-half cents per 
running foot in front of any lot or parcel of 
land fronting on the sewer built, the sam e to 
be charged and collectedthesam eas provided 
in section one ot this resolution for lees <.u 
streets.
